! ing a pcrinaiieiit ami prospcreiis colony. 

.My interests have bpconio i'.b'iitilied with 
tho country, and it is natorcd tlierer<irc 
that 1 should view with rej^ret anything 
w-hich may retard its advancement. On 
these accounts I have spoken freely, but, 1 
think without oxaggerntiou.
